Congress May Evaporate Before 
an Adjournment. * 


No Possibility of Much Business 
Being Done. 


— 


Members Only Waiting to Learn of 
the Disposition of the 
Tariff Bill. 


The Quorum in the Senate Dwind- 
ling Away —The Programme in 
the House — some Inter- 
esting Figures. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The final act 
of the President on the tariff bill is the 
only thing that stands in the way of 
the Senate and the final adjournment. It 
is the general opinion that, with the bill 
passed upon by the Chief Executive, ad- 
journment could be arranged within a 
day’s time: The last of the appropriation 
bills received the final consideration of 
the Senate during the past week, and, 
even without the passage of the Murphy 
resolution, there would not have been 
much probability of any general legisla- 
tion, owing to the likelihood of there 
being no quorum. The last roll-call yes- 
terday ‘disclosed only forty-five Senators, 
two more than a quorum, in the chamber, 
and the highést number of the day was 
fifty-four. Several have left since, and it 
is entirely probable that the session Mon- 
day wil? open without the number requi- 
site to do business in the face of objec- 
tion. 

It is probable, 8 that the daily 


sessions from this time forward will be 


brief, and that only the bills to which 
there is no opposition from any Senator, 
or. over which there is no contest, will 
be taken up. The Democratic managers 
hope to have the dill passed, repealing 
the provisions in the tariff bill for exemp- 
tion of alcohol used in the arts, and in 
the manufacture of medicine. There ap- 
pears a likelihood of opposition on the 
Republican side, and, if there should be, 
this bill will necessarily go over until 


| the next session. The Democratic mem- 


bers of the Finance Committee also hope 
to report the supplementary tariff bills. 
during the week, but do not expect action 
tomorrow. No considerable time wil be 
spent in executive’ session, in confirming 
to. which no one objects. 

ot Representatives js ready 
to adjourn tomorrow, its work having 
been completed. It,. is probable that it 
will 
gress adjourns. It may be, however, that 
the time will be partially occupied by 
giving days to the several committees of 
the House, to consider such business as 
they care to bring before the House. But 
this question has not been decided. 
Speaker Crisp, who is at Old Point Com- 
fort, will not return until tomorrow morn- 
ing, and Mr. Outhwaite, one of the other 
members of the Committee on Rules, is. 
out of the city, and no programme will 
be arranged until they return. 

Tomorrow, under the rules, is suspen- 
sion day, as are also the last six days of 
the session, but as a resolution for ad- 
journment will not be passed until the 
President acts on the tariff bill, the rule 
with reference to suspension days will 
not go into effect until the date of ad- 
journment has been fixed by both houses. 

A COMPARISON. 

WASHINGTON, Aug: 19.—Representa- 
tive Joseph J. Cannon of Illinois, the 
senior Republican member of the’ present 
Appropriations Committee of the House, 
and who was chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee during the Fifty-first, or 
„Reed Congress,” has prepared a state- 
ment, which he will submit to the House, 
setting forth a comparison, from his 
standpoint, of the appropriations for the 
present and Fifty-first Congress. It is 
captioned: ‘‘Pension Appropriations Re- 
duced 329,099,504.“ 
total of other appropriations increased.” de 

Mr. Cannon says: Mr. Cleveland, by 
his estimates, asked Congress to appro- 
priate for the coming fiscal year, including 
permanent appropriations, $520,662,840, and 
Congress has appropriated:for such serv- 
ice $490,668,369. This, in round numbers, 
is 330,000,000 less than the President 
asked for the public service. A compara- 
tive statement of appropriations made at 
this Congress for the fiscad year ending 
June 30 next, with appropriations made 
at the first and second sessions of the 
last Congress (the Fifty-second Congress) 
and at the first and second sessions of the 
Fifty-first, shows that the appropriations 
this year are greater by $27,628,586 than 
were those made by the first session of 
the Fifty-first, or Reed Congress.“ 

The statement also shows the appropria- 
tions: made this year are $28,835,989 less 
than those made at the second session of 
the last, or Fifty-second .Congress. This 
reduction is covered by the item: for pen- 
sions alone. There was appropriated this 
year for pensions $29,099,504 less than was 
appropriated last year. It will be noticed, 
therefore, that the appropriations this 
year, excepting pensions, are greater than 
the appropriations made last year, by 
$263,515. The total appropriations for the 
Fifty- first, or Reed Congress,“ two years 
ago, were $989,417,183; those for the Fifty- 
second, or last Congress, two years, 51.025, 
104,547. 

Mr. Cannon then read the statement is- 
sued by the Treasury Department on July 
2, giving the expenditures and receipts 
of the government for the past year and 
‘those of the previous year. His statement 
then continues: This statement does not 
include the postal receipts or expendi- 
tures therefrom, and, as they balance with 
éach other, it is not material to state 
them here. It shows that the receipts of 
the United States tor the twelve months, 
ending June 30, 1894, to have been 388. 
659,292 less than the receipts for the fiscal 


year, ending June 30, 1893. This statement 


shows also that the expenditures for the | 
twelve. months, ending--June 30, 1894, 
were $16,884,595 less than for the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1898; but this: 
same. statement shows the payment for

A TERRIBLE “STORM.

ST, PETERSBURG, Aug. 19.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) A dispatch from ?ybinsta, 
an important commercial center, situated 
on the bank of the Volga River, states 
that a terrible storm passed over that city 
and the neighborhood on Friday last.

A MINISTER'S VIEW. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—S. Kurino, 
the Japanese diplomat, who was recently 
‘appointed Minister to the United States, 
is here on his way to Washington. He 
arrived on the steamer China and told 
the following story of the war up to the 
time of his departure. He is not one of 
those who considers the quarrel between 
the nations as a matter of days and weeks, 
and from his position in the Japanese gov- 
ernment, where he was Director of Po- 
litical Affairs in the Foreign Office before 
he took his present position, his opinion 
has weight. 

„In regard to the Chinese forces the 
North fleet is good, and, probably some 
of the scattering fleets are fairly compe- 
tent to make a fight, but so far as the 
training is concerned, I consider the Japa- 
nese far superior. Our great facilities for 

fighting are also far better. The Chinese 
government has no direct control over its 
navy. It is scattered, and the naval con; 
trol is local. The South squadron has no 
discipline. The North squadron has some 
little training and discipline, but the 

ole navy is untried.” 

1 Mirister’s attention wis called to a 
recent cablegram, in which it was stated 
that the Chinese were offering large spe- 
elal prizes for the destruction of Japa- 
nese naval vessels and for the heads of 
prominent Japanese officers and were even 
offering bounties for the heads of Japanese 
soldiers. 

„1 have not seen this cablegram,” said 
Minister Kurino, but it would be just 
like the Chinese. I am informed they 
placed restrictions on the movements of 
some of our ambassadors in China. In 
Japan imperial decrees have been issued 
for the protection of the Chinese. The in- 
tention of the Japanese government is the 
peace of the East. 

“Japan is practically fighting to pre- 
serve the peace of the East. The balance 
of her power is as much a faction in ori- 
ental politics as it is in European affairs, 
and the autonomy of Korea is insisted on 
by Japan to preserve that balance of power. 
We are nét giving any advantage to Rus- 
sia, and. that is why England is now 
neutral. Had Japan and Russia ‘acted to- 
gether this would not be the case. I do 
not think that France, England or Russia 
will be brought into this controversy, but 
that it will be fought out by Japan and 
China alone. 

„In regard to the need of Japan for sup- 
plies of different kinds from America, it 
is hard at present to tell just what scope 
it will take. At present Japan has an 
abundance of ammunition and supplies, 


undoubtedly we must draw heavily on 
other countries.”

Dr. Rudolph Falb of Ber- 
lin has issued his yearly prophesy in re- 
gard to the weather of Burope. Poasi- 
bly prophecy is hardly the correct word to 
apply to his announcement, for the basis 
of his calculations is. claimed to be strictly 
scientific in theory, being taken from the 
central meteorological institute for the 
German empire in Hambufg. Prof. Falb 
never claimed infallibility, and the diver- 
gencies between his phophecies and their 
fulfillment have, as a rule, been confined | 
within reasonable limits. Thus, is he fore- 
told a terrible earthquake in Mastern Eu- 
rope, say, for July 15, and it actually 
took place on the 13th or the 16th, he con- 
sidered he had accomplished a fair plece 
of work. Even a city man on his way home 
in the evening cannot be sure he will 
catch his train, and be in time for his 
dinner at his place down in the coun- 
try,“ and earthquakes that have formidable 
obstacles to overcome cannot be expected 
to be absolutely punctual.

(New York Ledger:) Mr. William Wal- 
dort Astor has written an article designed 
to prove that Shakespeare could not have 
written the plays attributed to him because 
his signatures prove that he was an illit- 
erate man. Whatever else may be advanced 
in evidence against the Shakesperian au- 
thorship ‘of those immortal productions 
which bear his name, this reason, or so- 
called reason derived from his handwrit- 
ing certainly does not serve. 

In fact, it would as faithfully serve to 
prove he was the author of the works com- 
‘monly credited to him, for bad and illegible 
writing has long been considered among 
the eccentricities of genius. Napoleon the 
Great wrote a meaningless scrawl, es- 
pecially in his latter signatures. 
Stanley’s hieroglyphics caused despair to 
the reader, and upon one occasion, after a 
ong and weary effort, a letter he had writ- 
ten was returned to him that he might 
read it himself. The genial dean threw 
down his own vile penmanship and de- 
clared that whoever wrote such characters 
should be flogged. Horace Greeley—the 
mere mention of his name forewarns the 
reader. He smiles and says: “Pass him 
by, Mr. Editor. Your great New York 
journalist’s penmanship, or rather his lack 
of it, was known and joked about from 
ocean to ocean.“ 

Certainly special compositors had to take 
it in hand, or some of the mightiest polit- 
ical essays ever written in America would 
not have seen the light. Now, Shakespeare 
was not illiterate, because Ben Jonson, who 
was a cotemporary, declares he was not, 
by saying ‘he had knowledgé of a little 
Latin and less Greek, and illiterate men 
know none of either. So Mr. Astor must 
perforce seek for better vantage ground 
against the just fame of the bard of

© scrawl, and some one has said that 
David Dudley Field’s letter had to be in- 
terpreted by faith and not by sight.

LONDON, Aug. 5, 1894.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

It, was but 
a few months ago that the discovery of 
the antidote for morphine by an Ameri- 
can physician excited the liveliest interest 
in the medical circles of London and 
Paris, and a similar effect has just been 
produced by Dr. Johan Antal, the eminent 
Hungarian toxicologist, who recently noti- 
fled the Hungarian Society of Medicine 
that he had found a perfect antidote for 
prussic acid in the shape of nitrate of co- 
balt. He quoted some forty cases of its 
use with perfect success, and thus placed 
in the hands of the doctors of all coun- 
tries a new weapon of defense against 
one of the worst of poisons. 

Wider in scope than either of these, 
however, and, perhaps, far more important 
to the world in general, is the work, now 
crowned with complete success, of Dr. A. 
Calmette of Paris. He has been experi- 
menting for a year past upon poisonous 
snakes, and through his researches al! 
of the deadliest serpents of the world 
have ceased to be deadly. The rattle- 
snake, the cobra, the adder and the viper, 
the terrors of four continents, have all 
succumbed as death producers, to the in- 
genious methods and painstaking experi- 
ments of modern therapeutic inoculation. 

The announcement of his success, which 
will be fully made in the forthcoming 
number of the Annals of the Pasteur In- 
stitute, has excited enormous interest, par- 
ticularly in India and Indian circles in 
London. Two scientific gentlemen have 
already arisen in Paris, who dispute his 
priority in the discovery, but his long and 
painstaking researches spe eloquently 
for themselves, and in the ing years 
whenever an unluck woodsman, bitten by 
a rattlesnake or cobra, takes a subcuta- 
neous injection and goes on his way re- 
| Joicing, though he may present his thanks 
in other directions, he will certainly mur- 
mur also the mame of Calmette. 

HIS LABORATORY WORK. 

A few weeks ago, in a visit to the Pas- 
teur Institute in Paris, I came upon a 
large glass box in the laboratory of Dr. 
Roux, which box, with its occupants, 
was about as ugly a sight as the human 
mind could conceive. It was a great 
swarming mass of the deadly snakes of 
Indla, Africa and Australia. Cobras, vi- 
pers and adders, horned and unhorned, 
were tangled and intertwisted in a knot, 
whose ugliness appeared to increase in a 
geometrical ‘ratio with their number. They 
were squirming and hissing, without ap- 
parent fear of each other, though they 
were in active opposition to any interfer- 
ence from the world outside. Three white 
mice were skipping about over their 
backs, and showed no consciousness of 
their danger, the snakes meanwhile view- 
ing the activity of their locomotive break- 
fasts with complacency. Whenever the 
mice were struck by a reptilian epicure 
‘desirous of dinner, they settled down in a 
corner, and were shortly swallowed, the 
snakes never having any differences of 
opinion over the proprietorship of the 
meal. The respect which poisonous snakes 
show each other is very much like the 
harmony which exists in any other band 
of desperate conspirators. Whether it 
arises from the fear of each other's 
prowess, or from the interesting fact de- 
veloped by Dr. Calmette that every -ven- 
omous snake is proof against the poison 
of other snakes, in direct proportion to 
his own deadliness, is an interesting ques- 
tion in reptillan psychology, but the in- 
variable good temper manifested toward 
each other under confined and unpleasant 
conditions is undeniable. These snakes 
have been furnished, free of expense, to 
Dr. Calmette, in view of the important 
quest he has undertaken from all of the 
countries named. He has also obtafned, 
as- far as has been possible, bottles of 
their venom, to avold the collecting of 
it from each snake direct, whieh is always 
a work of some difficulty and danger. 
Generally speaking, his method of vaccl- 
nating against the bite, or of treating per- 
sons already bitten, has been the inocu- 
lative one, pursued dn the case of hydra- 
phobia from dog bites, though the special 
attributes of snake poison cause it to fall 
more particularly into the class of investi- 
gations pursued by Dr, Roux for diph- 
theria and tetanus.

It was long supposed that the fatty prin- 
ciple of snake poison was an animal alka- 
loid, but late analysis have caused the 
abandonment of this idea. The fact which 
for a long time placed cobra poisoning 
beyond the reach of a remedy was its hh 
similarity to albumen, it being held that no 
specific which would neutralize or destroy 
it, could: be prevented from neutralizing 


as well. The poison contains two distinct 
albumenoids, one coagulable and the other 
persistently liquid in form. The latter is 
the active and death-producing principle, 
and remains superior to a heat of 180 Fah- 
renheit, as well as to evaporation, the solid 
result retaining all the deadly properties of 
the liquid, 


OBTAINING SNAKE POISON. 

Cobra poison is obtained in much the 
same way as was rattlesnake poison by the 
American Indians in the days when tley 
used poisoned arrows. The snake is tied 
down. and irfitated, in consequence of 
which it strikes at any object thrust at it. 
The American Indians used. liver as the 
best absorbent, and the effectiveness of 
their stone-headed arrows, prepared by re- 
peatedly plunging the arrow into the liver 
and drying it, will be remembered by cam- 
paigners and ‘‘forty-niners’’ who traversed 
the prairies of the West a half century 


ago. 

The cobra is made to strike at a large 
leaf, and on each attack. yields an appre- 
ciable quantity of the deadly fluid, which 
exudes from the poison-glands with each 
dart. This, when collected, varies some- 


year. At times it is colorless, but more 
commonly has a pale yellow tinge. It can 
be kept for a long time without deterior- 
ation in sealed bottles, but exposed to the 
air gradually undergoes some chemical 
change which destroys its toxic properties. 
When dried, it is a pale yellow gum 
which retains its virulence indefinitely. In 
this, as in other respects, it is very similar 
to rattlesnake venom, which has been 
known in its dried form to produce the 
death of.a man accidentally scratched with 
it, after a period of fourteen years. In 
fact, the most gratifying result of Dr. Cal- 
mette’s work is the clear evidence that in 
conquering the poison of one snake, he has 
practicall neutralized them all. 

A rabbit inoculated against the Indian 
cobra has proved proof against the poison 
of the Egyptian asp, the horned viper of 
Northern Africa and the Australian snakes. 
Whatever be the snake, its venom acts 
upon the blood in the same way as all 
other snake venom, and is consequently 
neutralized in the same way, so that a 
sportsman who has been vaccinated against 
the cobra will have nothing to fear frgm any 
member of the poisonous snake family in 
any country. 

The cobra is proof against its own pol- 
son, but a non-poisonous snake quickly 
succumbs to its bite. The venom is harm- 
less if taken internally, the same being 
true of the rattlesnake product. Nor is it 
fatal when brought in contact with a mu- 
cous surface, like the interior of the stom- 
ach, or the eye, which fact developed inter- 
estingly in one analysis when an assistant 
had some of the poison splashed into his 
eye, and though badly frightened, escaped 
with a little surface irritation.. 

‘ THE COBRA DEATH. 

The first interesting point which -arose 
in investigating the cobra poison was the 
presence of numberless .bacterie in the 
venom, Under the microscope it literally 
swarmed with microbes, and to these, as 
in diphtheria, were at first ascribed its 
toxic powers. Careful investigation and 
experiment, 8 proved this to be an 
error. The study of these bacteria, fol- 
lowed by their inoculation, proved them 
to be harmless, and the fact was estab- 
lished that they were foreign to the poi- 
son itself and belonged only to the non- 
poisonous saliva. 

The cobra death was found, by the study 
of bitten animals under the microscope, 
to be due to a pecullar coagulation of the 
blood. The corpuscles lost their shape and 
agglomerated, and the blood was thus 
unable to do its work. This explained the 
paralysis of the leg or arm in a person 
bitten on these parts, and proved that the 
immediate cause of the fatal result Was 
paralysis of the lungs through the ¢top- 
nage of the circulation. Consequently, 
it early n that the remedial problem 
was chemical and physiological, rather than 
bacteral in character, and this led to 
chemical experiments whose results are of 
the most valuable and practical kind. 

POPULAR REMEDIES. 

It was found by experiment that the 
hypochlorites of sodium and lime were 
chemicals which neutralized the poison by 
chemical action. Chloride of gold is 
equally of value, and ordinary chloride of 
lime gave perhaps the best results of all. 

Dr. Calmette is quite certain that, in 
the absence of any other treatment, chlor- 


edy for rattlesnake bites, and made some 
remarks on this subject which were of 
the greatest interest, from the fact that 
his is the first protection against the 
deadly ruler of the North American wceods 
and fields which. has ever been presented 
by science, The ular remedies for rat- 
tlesnake polsonin mong wood choppers 
and miners have been quick cauterization 
or amputation, of a finger for instance, 
when sible. 
Alcohol in the form of whisky or brendy 
is supposed to have saved many persons, 
and has long been exceedingly popular as 
a precautionary measure among camping 
parties. The action of alcohol is purely 
stimulative, however, its effect being to 
augment the: vital power of the body to 
a point at which it can resist the coagula- 
tion process mentioned, and carry the suf- 
ferer past the crisis. Upon the poison it- 
self, alcohol has no chemical of neutral- 
izing effect, and ranks in this regard as 
an aid to nature rather than a direct com- 
batant of the deadly principle of the 
snake,

In operating with rabbits I 
have found chloride of lime fully effective 
up to fifty minutes with animals, who 
would have died in two hours, as shown 
by the fact that those who were not 
treated, all having received the same 
amount of venom, did die in that period, 
I estimate from all the conditions that 
from twenty to thirty cubic centimeters 
of the solution will suffice to save the life 
of a man bitten, it being administered in 
doses of five cubic centimeters each. Of 
course, time is an important element 
in the matter. The exact observation of 
sixty-six persons who died from cobra. 
bites in India, showed that a little over 22 
per cent. died in less than two ‘jours; 24 
per cent. between two and six hours; 23 

r cent. between six and twelve hours; 

per cent. between twelve and twenty-four 
hours, and 21 per cent., after twenty four 
hours. This variation arises from the 
varying severity of the bite, ‘ncluding the 
amount of venom inoculated, and the va- 
rying strength of the persons bitten.

I have taken a lot of rabbits,” said 
the doctor, and inoculated them with 
one milligram each of pure venom, ‘the 
amount being several times more than a 
mortal dose. These I have treated with 
serum of varying strength, the lowest 
being from a rabbit inoculated with four 
miiligrammes, and the highest from a_rab- 
bit inoctilated with twenty-six milli- 
grammes of pure venom. Four milli- 
grammes of venom is a mortal dose for 
ten pounds of. rabbits, and twenty-six 
milligrammes would suffice to cause death 
among sixty.

DEPARTURE OF DELEGATES FOR 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


But Little Interest Taken by the 
Faithful in This Section—Gos- 
sip About the State Con- 
vention. ‘ 


Most of the Los Angeles and other south- 
ern delegatés to the State Democratit con- 
vention went North yesterday, though a 
few were left behind and will go up to- 
day. There is very little interest among 
the faithful in this section so far us the 
State ticket is concerned, and but few 
had any decided views, saying that they 
would be governed by what developed at 
San Francisco. Ex-Mayor W. H. Work- 
man will probably get the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ership, although M. E. C. Munday’s friends 
say he will make a fight for it. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Saturday 
has the following, bearing on the conven- 


tion: 

“A Singular apathy seems to have over- 
ome the Democrats of the State, and even. 
the most credulous would hardly believe 


cians in the lobby. of the Baldwin Hotel 
represents the prelude to a State conven- 
tion. There seems to be an utter lack of 
organization and there is no sign of en- 
thusiasm. Few of the prominent Demo- 
crats of the State display interest, and 
those who do are at sea. The absence of 
country delegates may have much to do 
with the matter, and the small, apathetic 
crowd may in a day or so swell into a 
throng of politicians, but this is a pras- 
pect and not a reality. A few of the dele- 
gates arrived from the interior yesterday, 
but they came to receive information rather 
than to give it.. 

“The most important development of the 
day came in the contest for the guberna- 
torial nomination. James H, Budd entered 
the fleld as an aggressive and powerful 
candidate. Many of his friends from the 
San Joaquin came to the city yesterday ar d 
were busy last night advancing his claims 
Budd arrived in the city late in the after- 
noon. He made the journey in a naphtha 
launch and had anything but a pleasant 
experience 6n the bay. He seems to hav 
friends well. worth having. He is a lon 
way from winning the nomination and 
will have to do a great deal of work be- 
tween now and Tuesday. , 

“Some of the best friends of Maguire 
now say that they will do all in their 
power to keep their favorite out of the 
race for the gubernatorial nomination. 
They believe that the only logical indorse- 
ment for his service in Congress is to re- 
nominate him for the place he now oc- 
cuples. An effort will be made to dispose 
of the Fourth Congress district fight before 
a ballot has been taken for Governor. In 
that way the situation will be cleared of 
much of its perplexity and Maguire will 
accept the nomination, which will be 
thrust upon bim. The plan as outlined is 


to call the Congress convention as soon 
as the committees have been appointed in 


the State convention. 

“The fight for the chairmanship of the 
convention is becoming warm. The con- 
test seems to have narrowed down be- 
tween F. H. Gould, speaker of the As- 
sembly ,a. ‘he last session, and T. J. 
Clunie. Those country delogates who have 
already arrived are hot in their advocacy 
of Gould, and claim that when the vote 
is taken Clunie will not have even a re- 
spectable showing. Gould arrived last 
night and is allowing his own fight to care 
for itself, while he advances the claim of 
Budd.

We hear a great deal nowadays about 
the right of a man to quit work when he 
Sikes; to throw down his tools and go on 
Strike. If he is a day laborer, the only 
time whem he can honorably go on a 
Btrike and quit his job is when the con- 
tracted work for the day is done... If he is. 
engaged the week, or ‘the month, or 
s time to throw up his job is at 
the expiration of those terms, unless he 
as discovered fraudulent © purposes and 
Misrepresentations on the part of his 
@mployer, and then only may he leave 
This work with honor to himself at any 
Moment he chooses. Conversely, no em- 
Dloyer has the moral right to iismiss an 

employee, who is giving satisfaction, until 
his contraicted term expires.
